Anumandai 



Anumandai is a village panchayat located in the Marakkanam Taluk, 
Villupuram district, Tamil Nadu, lndia.lt is one of the 56 village panchayats 
coming under Marakkanam block of the Villupuram district. It is well connected 
to the state capital Chennai and the nearby union territory of Puducherry by the 
East Coast Road. 
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Etymology 


The Word "Anumandai"means i.e Anu means Hanumann (monkey) and 
mandai means "crowd of monkeys" named as Anumandai 


Economy 


The majority of the people in Anumandai are involved in agriculture. Crops 
grown in the village include Paddy, groundnut, and a few other pulses. 

The village also has a farmers Market where locally grown vegetables are sold 
named as Anthikadai(i.e Maalai Kadai 5 pm onwards) on everyday(Evening). 

Population 

Anumandai is a large village located in Tindivanam of Viluppuram district, Tamil 
Nadu with total 1547 families residing. The Anumandai village has population 
of 6539 of which 3249 are males while 3290 are females as per Population 
Census 201 1 . 


In Anumandai village population of children with age 0-6 is 821 which makes up 
1 2.56 % of total population of village. Average Sex Ratio of Anumandai villageis 
1013 which is higher than T amil Nadu state average of 996. Child Sex Ratio for 
the Anumandai as per census is 983, higher than Tamil Nadu average of 943. 
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Anumandai village has lower literacy rate compared to Tamil Nadu. In 2011, 
literacy rate of Anumandai village was 78.47 % compared to 80.09 % of Tamil 
Nadu. 

In Anumandai Male literacy stands at 86.77 % while female literacy rate was 
70.31 %. 

As per constitution of India and Panchyati Raaj Act, Anumandai village is 
administrated by Sarpanch (Head of Village) who is elected representative of 
village.

Work Profile 

In Anumandai village out of total population, 2767 were engaged in work 
activities. 46.04 % of workers describe their work as Main Work (Employment 
or Earning more than 6 Months) while 53.96 % were involved in Marginal activity 
providing livelihood for less than 6 months. Of 2767 workers engaged in Main 
Work, 215 were cultivators (owner or co-owner) while 220 were Agricultural 
labourer.

Facilities at the Village 
Hospital Facility 

Anumandai has a government primary hospital. The hospital is open in the day 
times, from 9 am to 1 pm. Polio drops, Malaria Vaccine, Cholera Vaccine etc., 
are provided to inhabitants from the village hospital. Pregnant women in the 
village are checked regularly in the village hospital. For urgent treatments, 
people reach out to hospitals in PIMS (Kanapathichettikulam) 

Life Style 

People speak Tamil and follow Tamil culture in Anumandai. Rice is the staple 
food of the village, like other Tamil Regions. 

Anumandai has a marriage hall named N.M.V Thirumana Nilayam and G.R.P 
Thirunama Nilayam 

Anumandai has two banks in its place i.e. Pallavan Grama Bank-Anumandai 
Branch and Co-operative Bank. 

Co-operative bank lends the farmers with agricultural loans, helping farmers 
to get fertilizers and pesticides at reduced rates etc., Anumandai does not have 
a big market place. Few shops are available where people can buy household 
items for urgency

A ration (fair price) shop is available in the village which provides rice, wheat, 
sugar, kerosene, salt etc., to people though public distribution system in fair and 
cheap price.. 

It also has 2 rice mills where people mill the paddy to get rice, grind masala; 
flour, break groundnut shell, extract oil etc., 


Pallavan Grama Bank 
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Pallavan Grama Bank helps inhabitants of anumandai to save money and also 
offers loans for Housing, Education etc., 

SBI ATM is locatedin ECR Road , which is very helpful for the inhabitants to 
withdraw cash whenever required without travelling up to the nearby Village 
Koonimedu. 

Schools & Colleges 


Literacy rate in Anumandai is 78.47% and many inhabitants of the village in this 
generation, go outside the village to do higher studies. Anumandai comes under 
Tindivanam education district. 


Schools 

Anumandai educates the inhabitants and surrounding villagers with its own 
Government Higher Secondary School (GHSS) started in 1962. 
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This school has class from 1st standard 


to 12th standard (HSC). Mode of education in the school is Tamil and 
English(to 10 th ). Mode of education through English is available at different 
private schools in anumandai nearby.
